American manutacturing communities. 

Hlowever this may be, the Boston Chamber of Commerce is 
taking a wise course. ‘The pressing need of Boston is that its people 
shall be impressed with facts that they are now too much inclined to 
overlook, and of which it is their right and duty to be proud. It is 
mentioned, for example, that during the decade ending with 1905 
the industries of metropolitan Boston made a gain of 56 per cent— 
a growth exceeded by only one city in the country. 

All the rest of the nation, and all the rest of the world, will be 
welcome to visit the industrial exposition to be held here, in all prob- 
ability next year: but it will be intended primarily for Bostonians, 
and it will pay for itself if it will only show Bostonians what they 
have accomplished in the past, and, more particularly, if it shall 
teach them what they are capable of accomplishing industrially and 
conmnereally in the future. |

Of these outcroppings, nine, of average size 
and quality, have been examined and surveyed, with the result that 
the fifty-two mines are estimated to contain no less thay 12,000,000,- 
000 tons of high grade ore. 

As in Minnesota and throughorit the Lake Superior iron re- 
gion, there is in Brazil an absence of coal. The Lake Superior iron 
ore must be transported to points convemient to the coal fields for 
smelting. Where the iron ore of Minas Geraes will be smelted is 
a question that need not be settled tor the present. tor the deposit 
must for many years to come be regarded in the light of a reserve 
supply. 

The importance of its discovery just now hes mainly in the fact 
that it constitutes another, and a rather crushing, refutation of the 
theory that the resources of the earth are being exhausted. The year 
1907 was one of the greatest in iron ore production this country has 
known. In that year the Minnesota mines yielded 28,996,342 long 
tons; the Michigan mines, 11,830,342 long-tons; and the total pro- 
duction of all the iron mines of the country was 54,720,619 long 
tons. Any schoolboy will be able to figure out how long at this 
rate of consumption. it would take to exhaust the 12,000,000,000 
tons in the new Brazilian iron mines. | ,

probability it will be several thousand vears betore it will be nec-, 


essary for the steel manutacturers of this country to go outside 
of its borders for their supply of tron ore.
